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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 
I. Claims 1-12, drawn to composition, classified in class 252, subclass 
182.11+. 

El. Claim13-28, drawn to chemical deposition method, classified in class 427. 
subclass 478. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process of using that product. In the instant case, the 
composition could be molded. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Margaret Chappui and Examiner Pianal on 
September 6, 2001 a provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the 
invention of Group I, claims 1-12. Affirmation of this election must be made by 
applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 1 3-28 are withdrawn from further 
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consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

Specification 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

These claims are devoid of claim language. It is suggested that the following 
language be used « A hexacoordinated silicon beta-diketonate of the following 
formula... — . Also, it is not clear what "thd" means. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States 

Claims 1-6 and 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Suzuki (US 4,182,824). 

Suzuki teaches silanes substantially as claimed in the present invention. Suzuki 
anticipates the claims of the present invention when R is alkyl, aryl or alkoxy and when 
Q1-Q3 are alkyl (see coi. 1 , lines 42-58). 

Accordingly, Suzuki teaching all the material limitations of the claims anticipate 
the claims. 

Claims 8-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art fails to teach or suggest combining 
the silicon compounds with a solvent.
